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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 - 5 are presented for examination. 

Specification 
Abstract 

2. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is a copy of claim. Correction is 
required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

3. AppHcant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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6. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

7. Claims 1 - 6, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Thuringer et 
al. [hereinafter as Thuringer], US Patent 6,507,130, and fiirther in view of Doittau et al. 
[hereinafter as Doittau], US Patent 3,790,890. 

8. As to claim, 1, Thuringer teaches data carrier with protection against spy out having 
processing means [it is inherent to processing section 5] for processing of communication data 
[transmitting data from and to data processing section], voltage supply means [2, contact field] 
which are arranged to receive an external supply voltage applied to the data carrier with power 
supply control [9] to control decoupling device [6, switch], switch [8] for discharging, and 
capacitor [7] used as an internal power supply such that external power supply is decoupled 
during security-relevant operation [data transaction] and internal capacitor [7] is used as internal 
power supply source and discharged during sensitive internal operations or sub-operations and 
recharged between the sub-operations, or after the operation via the external power supply [col. 
1, lines 26 - 30, col. 2, lines 13-62, fig. 2]. However, Thuringer does not disclose time 
measurement means adapted to measure a processing time interval defined as the time interval 
from turn-on instant till interruption instant. In summary, he does not teach to measure time 
interval between the two instances. 
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Doittau teaches a device [21, measuring device] and method for measuring a time interval 
for charging a capacitor during a first time interval and discharging during a second time interval 
and possible different use of device to measure particular instances too [col. 1, lines 3 - 12, col. 
5, lines 38 -48, fig. 2]. 

It would have been an obvious to one of ordinary skill in art at the time of invention to 
combine teachings of Thuringer 's power control and Doittau' s device for measuring time 
interval for particular instances as both are related to control charging and discharging of 
capacitor and Doittau' s teaching of measuring time interval provide a discharge curve which will 
enable the transition to give voltage threshold across capacitor and ratio between the charge and 
discharge can be controller with resistors [col. 1, lines 53 - 64]. 

9. As to claims 2-4, Doittau discloses that the voltage supply means adapted to reduce, 
prolong consumption time interval stepwise [an arrangement and use of resistors [fig. 2] to 
accomplish the different value for ratio between charge and discharge times of capacitor] when 
consumption time interval [t2] is longer than the processing time interval [tl][col. 2, lines 35 - 
67, col. 3, lines 1-60, fig. 2-4]. 

10. As to claim 5, Doittau discloses a memory means [30, storage device] adapted to store 
power information [voltage amplitude] [col. 5, lines 17-49].
